ARREST OF D. V. MILLER.

Miller is an In- 
diana man and from, all that appears 
he is responsible in a large measure 
for the trouble into which the aged 
General Tyner was plunged. War- 
rants have been issued for .several' 
men supposed to have -connection 
with this case of bribery. The pub- 
lic will look for vigorous prosecution 
of these cases. The "get-rich-quick" 
species of swindle is bad enough and 
there is poor enough protection of the 
public against its alluring methods 
when the best is done. But it is sor- 
ry situation to witness the postal de- 
partment of the' government brought 
into league with the criminals who 
practice such elaborate systems of 
fraud and robbery. 


There is testimony that education 


in the Philippines under American 
auspices is going on more success- 
fully than recent adverse reports 
would imply.

vailing opinion in. republican circles 
here that he made a baa mess of :'t. 
Men who are friendly to him marvel 
that he should permit himself to be 
caught in such a predicament. Sen- 
ator Poraker, who is here, says noth- 
ing would have been heard of the res- 
olution of indorsement if men close to 
Hanna and supposed to represent his 
views had not begun talking public- 
ly about it. 
Mr. Foraker says this 


operated as a sort of challenge to the 
friends of the president, 
and that 


they then decided to tai.e a hand in 
the business. In this 
explanation 


Mr. Poraker is not altogether frank. 
It is declared by people who pretend 
to know the facts that Senator POM-' 
ker some time ago decided to present 
resolutions indorsing the president !n 
the Ohio republican convention anJ 
that he intended to spring them as 
a (surprise and rush them through, 
catching the other crowd 
off their 


guard. 
The Hanna people heard of 


it and determined that such resolu- 
tions should not pass. Then the row 
began. 


A member of the cabinet, who is of 


course loyal to President Roosevelt 
but at tb.e same time very friendly 
to Mr. Hanna, says the 
senator -is 


making a great mistake. 
In .his 


opinion the game is not worth the 
candle. Senator Hanna, by using all 
his strength, may be able ' i prevent 
a declaration in favor of the presi- 
dent's nomination. 
But 
of 
what 


value is it to him to do so, except 
the satisfaction of having his - own 
way? By Mr. Hanna's own state.- 
ment he is not and will not be a can- 
didate. No one doubts that he is 
perfectly sincere in this. 
Again, 


there is not one chance in a hundred 
that any opposition to the president 
will appear in the national conven- 
tion next year. Therefore Mr. Hanna 
seems to ba playing a losing game, 
with no chance to win. Even if ha 
should be able to prevent the adop- 
tion of resolutions of 
indorsement, 


the effort would leave bad feelings 
and hurt Mr. Hanna in his coming 
battle for re-election to the senate. 
In other words, added the cabinet offi- 


cer, Mr. Hanna is permitting himself 
to be forced into an. ugly fight over 
a very trifling and unimportant mat- 
ter—a contest which can bring him 
nothing but annoyance.

Mr. Kaaaa WM aatounded at the fuel- 
ing in regard to the president v 
he found there. Except with a few 
men this antagonism w«s not caused 
by the anti-trust campaign 
which 


the president has waged. It was the 
result of this new feeling of unrest 
and appreh.ens.ion concerning the la- 
bor situation, which has become such 
a marked undercurrent of American 
thought durinsr the past few weeks. 
Probably there is no stronger stream 
of opinion running in this country 
today than the one which I have juat 
mentioned. ' It is taking in great 
numbers of business men—managers 
of corporations, manufacturers, 
em- 


ployers of all sorts, their associates, 
professional men and a large section 
of what, for lack of a better term, ws 
might call the solid and substantial 
element of society. 


It is true, and Mr. Hanna'has dis- 


covered it, that these men,' or many 
of them, are beginning to look upon 
Roosevelt as almost a socialist Those 
who do not go quite so far as this say 
he is showing dangerous tendencies. 
They mistrust him. Enter into con- 
versation with any group of business 
men in the east, and you 'are sure 
to hear Mr. Roosevelt denounced for

ment," for ''encouraging the labor

by making the men believe they had 
the president of the United States at 
their back." 


Whether these statements are, or 


are not just is not our affair. 
The 


point of interest is that they are of- 
fered, and in many cases by th« re- 
publicans.

well known republicans in New York 
thus criticise the president and add 
that among business men there is £ 
feeling that Mr. Roosevelt "plays all 
the time to the galleries" and is "un- 
safe."

that the expense would mount up into 
stupendous figures as the service ex- 
panded over the rural sections of the 
country. 
He gave figures to prove 


-•that the contract system would be 
cheaper and that accountability to 
the government would be stricter 
than under the system of employing 
carriers at long range. 


Whatever the result of the investi- 


gation now in progress will develop, 
enough has been learned 
to prova 


that the rural free delivery service 
was running away with itself, and 
congress 
in self-defense will be 


forced to sanction rules whereby ap- 
plicants for rural free delivery must 
prove themselves entitled to it.
